Romulus Seniors Look Forward to New Center

Romulus may soon be home to a 
brand-new senior-citizen center. The 
City is currently working on aplan forthe 
construction of a 14,000-square-foot 
facility just behind the existing recre- 
ation/senior center at 36515 Bibbins. 

"We think we've found.a way to 
build a senior center using grant money 
rather than City tax dollars," said Maria 
Lambert, Downtown Development Au- 
thority (DDA) director and Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) co- 
ordinator for the City of Romulus. 

"We estimate: that a new senior 
center will cost about $2.1 million, plus 
an additional $1 million for a new recre- 
ation office adjacent to the center," Lam- 
bert continued. "The City would borrow 
the money for both projects and repay 
the bonds with CDGB funds." 


Each year, she explained, Romulus 
receives CDBG dollars — federal money 
administered by Wayne County. This 
year, for instance, the City was allo- 
cated just over $300,000 —a significant 
increase over previous years. The repay- 
ment plan would involve pre-committing 
the majority of the City's CDOGB funds 
for the next 10 years through a contract 
with the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). 

Despite the long-term commitment, 
many Officials believe it is necessary. 

"The 2000 Census figures show 
that about 1,800 senior citizens current- 
ly reside in Romulus, and another 39% 
of our population is made up of people 
aged 35 to 64," said Lambert. "Clearly, 
there is, and will continue to be, a great 
need for quality senior services." 

Although the City initially consid- 


eredrenovating its current facility, citizen 
input has convinced the Administration 
and many Council members that a new 
center is preferable. 

Romulus has already initiated the 
first phase ofits plan, hiring the Southfield 
architectural firm of HarleyEllis to come 
up with a preliminary design for the 
facility. The design fee will be paid using 
CDBG funds that had been earmarked 
for projects that never came to fruition. 

Although it's much too early to give 
an accurate time scale for the project, 
Lambert estimates that the new senior 
center could be complete and ready to 
use by December of 2006. 

Romulus will have a better idea of 
the project's feasibility after hearing from 
HUD, which will give notice of its pre- 
liminary approval (or rejection) before 
July 1, 2004. O

Spurs Community Pride 
To the Editor: 

Romulus hasn't always been known 
for Metro Airport. Unfortunately, most of 
its citizens are Unaware of Romulus's 
local traditions. Citizens’ involvement is 
an important part in building a safe, 
clean, and respectful community. With 
more community awareness, Romulus 
can become an even better city than itis 
already. 

As Councilwoman Debbie Romak 
Says, "Being involved is important be- 
Cause it is a very special way to give 
back andtotake part in your community." 

Hopefully, the following information 
will spur residents’ interest and pride in 
their community. 

In 1826, when the first settlers came 
to Romulus, the land was said to be 
infested with wolves. Local myths state 
that the Greek story of Romulus and 
Remus, the founders of Rome who were 
raised by wolves, may have played a 
part in the naming of Romulus. 

Inthe beginning, Romulus offereda 
very simple lifestyle. Crops such as 
corn and buckwheat, andgame suchas 
deer and turkeys, were allin abundance. 
Although wagons were widely used else- 
where, people in Romulus used wooden 
sleds because there were no roads. 
Later, two main roads were developed: 
Territorial Road (now Wayne Road) and 
Diagonal Road (now Henry Ruff Road). 
By 1871, when railroads began to be 
constructed, the best way to travel was 
to take the train to Wayne or Detroit. 

The Romulus Community Schools 
of today was once a total of nine sepa- 
rate school districts. In 1946, the sepa- 
rate districts were organized as Romu- 
lus Township School District, but the 
name was changed to the current ver- 
sion in 1966. 

Finally, in May of 1970, Romulus 
was no longer a township, but named 
the City of Romulus.

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EPA Makes Bad Decision in Allowing 
Hazardous Waste Well in Romulus

Hazardous waste spills. Unex- 
plained birth defects. Noxious and toxic 
fumes. These are only a few of the 
horrific environmental consequences 
associated with hazardous waste deep 
injection wells, and the Environmental 
Protection Agency's (EPA) recent deci- 
sion to allow Environmental Disposal 
Systems (EDS) to operate one in Romu- 
lus does anything but "protect" the envi- 
ronment. 

There have been significant envi- 
ronmental and public health problems 
associated with commercial hazardous 
waste disposal wells in other states, 
including Ohio, Louisiana, and Texas, 
including: hazardous waste spills; mil- 
lions of gallons of "lost" hazardous waste 
that have escaped the injection zone; 
unexplained birth defects, diseases, and 
deaths; unexplained animal mutations, 
infertility, and deaths; unexplained con- 
tamination in surface water and ground- 
water supplies; high and continually in- 
creasing cancer rates; noxious and toxic 
fumes; and devastated property values 
with property assessments lowered by 
as much as 20%. 

Elected officials andcitizens across 
Wayne County have been fighting this 
well for more than a decade and we will 
continue to fight. This well will be rightin 
the middle of a working-class neighbor- 
hood —a stone's throw from I-94 and in 
the flight path of Metro Airport. EDS is 
planning to dump approximately 96 mil- 
lion gallons of highly toxic waste into 
Romulus each year. They'll be trans- 
porting this waste — some of the most 
toxic materials known to man — directly 
through our neighborhoods to get to the 
disposal site. This is an unacceptable 
risk.

The EPA said in a press release 
that only scientific criteria surrounding 
the injection well were considered in its 
decision. They basically said that they 
ignored other public concerns such as 
transportation of the hazardous waste 
and local acceptance because those 
concerns fell outside their review. | find 
that explanation to be unacceptable. 
The bottom line is that they cannot say 
from ascientific standpoint that this well 
is 100% safe. Furthermore, transport- 
ing the waste to the well is a major 
component. Their explanation for ignor- 
ing this concern smells as bad as the 
waste they want to allow to be injected 
beneath Romulus. 

Luckily for Romulus residents and 
those in neighboring communities, the 
fight isn't over yet. EDS must still go 
before the Michigan Department of En- 
vironmental Quality (DEQ) to request 
an operating permit before any hazard- 
ous waste dumping can begin. Further, 
there is a condition within the EPA's 
ruling that if extraction begins from the 
same formation, the EDS permit is no 
longer valid. 

| will continue to work with local city 
officials, State Senator Ray Basham, 
Congressman John Dingell, and others 
to ensure that the DEQ does the right 
thing andstops the EDS well from being 
implemented. The health of our resi- 
dents and the safety of our community 
are too important to be put in jeopardy 
by a bad decision from the EPA.

If you're a resident of the Romulus 
area, your drive "Downtown" for authen- 
tic Mexican food just got a lot shorter. 

That's because the new Juanita's 
Mexican Restaurant is located on God- 
dard Road, not Bagley. 

Husband-and-wife team Mario and 
Kimberly Arredondo decided to open 
their own restaurant to share the joy of 
good food with others. 

"The food we serve at Juanita's is 
the food we eat at home," explained 
Kim. "We'd be sitting around the table, 
talking about how delicious our dinner 
was and feeling sorry for people eating 
what passes for Mexican food at so 
many restaurants. We always said we 
wished that everybody could try our 
recipes -- and now they can." 

The Arredondo's treasured family 
recipes were handed down by Mario's 
mother, for whom the restaurant is 
named. Following them faithfully, the 
couple prepares tacos, burritos, enchi- 
ladas, tostadas, botanas, fajitas, quesa- 
dillas and tamales, as well as the ubiq- 
uitous rice, beans, and salsa.

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Robotics Team 
Ready To Compete 


A robot built jointly by Romulus High 
School students and engineers from 
General Motors Powertrain is now ready 
for competition. GM donated $53,000 
forcontest entry fees and electric motors 
as well as 750 hours of employee engi- 
neering time toward the project. 

"Last year, we spent over $100,000 
onthe robot; this year, we have a budget 
of $40,000 for parts and $13,000 for 
entry fees to competitions at Eastern 
Michigan University, Cleveland, and 
Atlanta," said Kevin Gay, GM Power- 
train's chief engineer. 

Additional GM engineers working 
on the project are Scott Froom, Jason 
Porter, and Mit Goins. 

“Everyone looks forward to working 
on this project," said Doug Hoffman, 
RHS assistant principal and Robotics 
Club advisor. "This year, the robot has 
to be able to gather 13-inch beach balls, 
knock a ball off a pedestal outside the 
competition area, move a heavy goal, 
andchin itself ona 10-foot-high bar. The 
robot will begin the competition with a 
preprogrammed movementscheme, and 
will be controlled by student drivers." 

During the FIRST (For Inspiration 
and Recognition of Science Technology) 
competitions, tworobotteams are paired 
to compete against two other robot 
teams. The teams do not know either 
their partners or their opponents. Be- 
tween matches, each team can make 
adjustments to its robot, similar to auto 
racing's "pit stops." After several rounds 
of matches, points are totaled. 

Some points of interest about this 
month's regional competition at EMU: 

Deborah Anderson, a member of 
the Mega League champion RHS girls' 
basketballteam, willhave to shoot beach 
balls over a six-foot-high barrier into a 
goal that can be moved by the robot. If 
~ Anderson misses a shot, the robot has 
to push the ball back to the corner of the 
competition area, where Anderson can 
retrieve it and attempt another shot. 

Another aspect of the competition 
involves three very large beach balls. If 
a team can place one of these on top of 
its goal, the number of points received 
per smaller ball placed inside the goal 
will be doubled. An added twist: oppos- 
ing robots are permitted to try to hinder 
attempts to gather balls, move the goal, 
etc., during the timed competition. 

The FIRST robotic events last four 
minutes each and feature hundreds of 
teams. The competition area and pit 
areas fill the EMU Convocation Center. 
Some schools also have their own cheer- 
leaders, pep bands, and drum lines, 
adding to the already cacophonous 
atmosphere created by a PA system 
blasting rock music and several large- 
screen projection systems. 

Results of the EMU competition will 
be announced in an upcoming issue. O
